REVERTED TO SUBJECT REPORTED PARA 2 REFTEL AND SAID 
THERE WOULD BE TWO DOCUMENTS RELATED TO THE WORK OF 
THE STANDING CONSULATIVE COMMITTEE IN GENEVA WHICH 
COULD BE SIGNED DURING THE PRESIDENT'S VISIT. (I ASSUME 
THE DOCUMENTS WILL BE COMING DIRECTLY FROM GENEVA, BUT 
WOULD APPRECIATE KNOWING HOW THEY WILL BE BROUGHT TO 
MOSCOW.) KORNIYENKO WONDERED WHO SHOULD SIGN TWO 
DOCUMENTS. IF COMMISSIONER GRAYBEAL WERE PLANNING TO 
COME TO MOSCOW, HE MIGHT SIGN FOR THE U.S. SIDE. IN 
GRAYBEAL'S ABSENCE, KORNIYENKO THOUGH I MIGHT SIGN. 

IN ANY EVENT, HE SAID THE SOVIET SIDE WAS FLEXIBLE AND 
WOULD APPRECIATE RECEIVING AS SOON AS POSSIBLE ANY 
SUGGESTIONS WASHINGTON MIGHT HAVE.
